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INTRODUCTION 


On  June  23, 1928,  the  art  col  lection  of  the  Illi¬ 
nois  State  Museum  was  established  by  the 
Friends  of  Illinois  Art  with  the  mandate  to  found 
a  permanentart  gallery  and  build  a . . .  "chro¬ 
nological  record  of  the  progress  of  art  in  the 
state."  The  first  works  for  the  permanent  col  lec¬ 
tion  consisted  of  twelve  paintings  purchased 
by  the  Friends  of  Illinois  Art  from  the  Second 
Annual  Illinois  Academy  of  Art  Exhibition  held 
atthe  Illinois  State  Museum.  These  few  works 
formed  the  nucleus  for  one  of  the  most  respect¬ 
ed  state  collections  of  art  in  the  United  States. 


This  year  marks  the  60th  anniversary  of  the  Il¬ 
linois  State  Museum's  art  collection.  Through 
publicsupport,  progressive  programming,  and 
the  exceptional  connoisseurship  of  successive 
curators,  the  collection  has  grown  in  stature 
well  beyond  a  provincial  collection  of  regional 
interest. 


Assemblingan  exhibition  from  theMuseum's 
extensive  collection  offers  an  opportunity  to 
demonstrate  the  breadth  ofthecollection  and 
"show  off"  some  of  the  Museum's  bestart.The 
selected  works  -  from  the  nineteenth  century 
paintings  of  Sheldon  Peckand  Conrad  Roeder 
to  contemporary  works  by  Ed  Paschke  and 
Michiko  Itatani  -  present  an  abbreviated  over¬ 
view  of  140  years  of  Illinois  art. 


Throughout  the  state's  history,  Illinois  artists 
have  responded  to  new  directions  in  art  in 
various  ways  and  these  responses  have  resulted 
in  the  developmentof  a  dynamic  range  of  visual 
expression.  This  constantly  evolvingaesthetic 
isreflected  inthecollectionand  inthisexhibi- 
tion.  Likewise,  the  scope  of  the  art  collection 
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has  broadened  to  embrace  the  expanding  de¬ 
finition  of  art.  While  this  exhibition  features 
paintings,  drawings,  and  sculptures,  the  perma- 
nentart collection  also  includes  prints,  photo¬ 
graphs,  folk  art,  ceramics,  and  an  impressive  ar¬ 
ray  of  decorative  objects. 


The  mandate  i n  1928  was  to  bui  Id  a  chronolog¬ 
ical  record  of  the  art  of  Illinois  and  for  60  years 
that  mandate  has  been  honored.  With  contin¬ 
ued  support  from  the  public  and  the  art  com¬ 
munity,  the  Illinois  StateMuseum  will  pursue 
its  mission  to  collect,  preserve  and  interpretthe 
finest  examples  of  Illinois  art.
